INCOME UP, CONSUMER SPENDING FLAT IN OCTOBER 
 
 

Disposable income increased in October 2003 and consumer spending was virtually unchanged, 
according to estimates released today by the U.S. Bureau of Economic Analysis.  In September, both 
series had posted sizable decreases. 

 
Real disposable personal income—after-tax income, adjusted for inflation—increased 0.4 percent.  
 
� October’s increase is the same as the average rate of increase over the past six months.  In July, August 

and September, income growth partly reflected the pattern of advance payments of child tax credits that 
were mandated by last spring’s tax act. 

 
Real consumer spending increased less than 0.1 percent. 
  
� Increased purchases of many types of goods and services were offset by decreased purchases of big-

ticket items—most notably, motor vehicles. 
 
Since October of last year, real disposable personal income and consumer spending have increased 3.0 percent 
and 3.6 percent, respectively. 
 
Saving absorbed 3.3 percent of disposable income in October, up from 3.0 percent in September.  
 
In October, personal income—the total income received by individuals, before taxes—increased 0.4 percent; in 
September, it had increased 0.3 percent.  (“Personal income” is not adjusted to remove the effects of inflation.)   
 
� The October increase was largely accounted for by wages, proprietors’ incomes, and rental income; in 

September, transfer payments had also been a principal contributor to the increase.
